With regard to this Amendment, it is noted that the new 
dependent claim does not, in any way, broaden the scope of 
claim coverage. Therefore, it should not require any further 
search on the Examiner's part. In addition, because it 
clearly finds antecedent basis in its parent claims, no 
substantial further review of the application should be 
necessary for entry of this new dependent claim. It is noted 
that this Amendment is necessary to provide more complete 
coverage of the circuit covered by claims 20-24. Therefore, 
entry of this Amendment to provide such further protection is 
earnestly solicited. Applicants and the undersigned attorney 
apologize for the late submission of this Amendment, noting 
that the need for this additional claim was not realized until 
after receipt of the Notice of Allowance.
